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Yesterday’s Fire. 
Reno has maintained what 
would be considered a good and 
efficient fire department. Every- 
thing has been done that was 
thought necessary to make it equal 
to any emergency. The result of 
yesterday shows the necessity of 
devising ways and means for secur- 
ing a greater degree of protection. 
The firemen did their best and did 
good service, all things considered. 
No one can find fault with them; 
but, on the contrary, they are en- 
titled to a great deal of credit for 
their heroic efforts in saving what 
they did. None but a chronic 
fault-fipder can do other than com- 
mend their willing efforts. There 
are appliances for keeping water 
in the steamers always hot. Time 
is the essence of a successful fight 
against flames. These appliances 
should be purchased and attached 
to the steamers, and thus enable 
the firemen to be ready to throw 
water as soon as in position. 

It may be well toconsider the 
propriety of having one or two 
horses attached to the fire depart- 
ment, and other additions made so 
as to serve the public good. 

All citizens are financially inter- 
ested in the protection of their 
property, and 1ione should hesitate 
to volunteer suggestions that will 
have a tendency to secure that 
protection. The GAZETTE is satis- 
fied that the County Cemmission- 
ers will be glad to receive and con- 
sider any proposition that will 
tend toward giving the town a 
better fire service, 

This is the third time Reno has 
been. visited by disastrous fires, 
and nearly two million dollars 
worth of property has gone up in 
smoke, and had not our people 
been tenacious and full of grit they 
would have been discouraged long 
ago; but, being made up of good 
stuff, they have weathered it all 
and came up smiling as only a 
braye community can, but lessons 
such as that of yesterday should 


certainly be sufficient to stimulate | 


them into giving fire matters very 
sincere consideration and discover- 
ing means for better protection to 
life and property.

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= , Some Startling Revelations. 


Curcaeo, May 27.—The following i: 
published here. The police are being 
put in possession of strtling facts con- 
cerning Cronin’s murder. It has been 
clearly shown by the dead man’s 
friends that his removal was ordered 
by a committee representing the Clan 
Na Gael Society. Charges of traitor- 
ous conduct were preferred againt him | 
at a meeting of the Clan Na Gael 
camp; he was found guilty and his 
death ordered. The charge is based 
on-the statement of the British Spy, 
LeCaron, that there were four more 
spies in America. When LeCaron 
made that statement on the stand be- 
fore the Parnell Commission, he was 
ordered to give the names of the spies. 
He said he dared not do it, because if 
they were known they would be mur- 
dered. The presiding Justice, Han- 
nen, then took him into an ante room, 
and in the presence of Sir Richard 
Webster, the Attorney-General, and 
Sir Charles Russell, Parnell’s attor- 
ney, LeCaron gave the names. 
Within forty-eight hours after this news 
was cabled from London, nearly every 
Clan Na Gael camp in America met 
and resolutions declaring in fa- 
vor of a rigid hunt for the four spies. 
Suspicion, justly or hnjustly, pointed 
at Cronin, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to try him, He was convicted 
without having a chance to makea 
defense, and his assassins were brought 
here from other cities to carry out the 
mandate of the committee. The latter 
was chosen by a secret ballot. His 
death was ordered under a clause in 
the Clan .¥a Gael by-laws which says 
aman can be “ removed”’ for traitor- 
ous conduct. For nearly nine months 
previous to the time of the death sen- 
tence He had been followed by a detec- 
tive whom his friends employed to 

t him against surprise. The de- 
tective would have been on his trail 
the night he was murdered had not 
the fund been exhausted severa} weeks 
before. It is asserted = that 
the . murderous conspiracy would 
not have en with Cronin had 
not the mutilated bady been found. 

There are other Irishmen on the 
condemned list, and they would all 
have shared Cronin’s fate had a chance 
to dispose of them safely arisen. It is 
asserted that W. J. Hymes, the attor-. 
ney, the father of Father Gleason, 
J. P. O’Connor, John Devoy and two 
others have been tried, convicted and 
their death sentence signed. 

The police claim there is a tighten- 
ing of the chain of evidence against 
Peter McGeehan, the man under ar- 
rest, charged with participation in 
Cronin’s assassination. This morning 
a real estate agent identified him as 
the man who rented the room opposite 
Cronin’s office. The furniture found 
in the cottage where Cronin was mur- 
dered was first taken to this room. 
McGeehan was not at his boarding 
place on the night of the murder, and 
cannot give an account of himself at 
that time. It is charged that he had 
threatened to remove Cronin.
